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EDITOR'S NOTES 



I realized the value of curriculum information to promote university degree 
programs while working for the Association of American Medical Colleges in 
the early 1970s. I envisioned a curriculum directory for my field of Educa- 
tional Technology similar to the directory of medical degree programs. 

Coincidentally, members of the International Division of the Association for 
Educational Communications and Technology (AECT) often received requests 
for information about U.S. degree programs in Educational Technology from 
foreign students and their sponsors. In 1976, as President of the Interna- 
tional Division, I turned to Michael Guid<* Chief of the Training Branch, U.S. 
Agency for International Development (USAID) and a Past President of the 
International Division, for help. He was able to support the collecting and 
printing of curricula data for use by USAID in selecting U.S. masters pro- 
grams for foreign students. 

Subsequently, a pilot survey was sent to 36 U.S. and non-U.S. schools. Nine- 
teen U.S. and one foreign school responded. A report based on that survey 
was distributed in 1977. The second, third and fourth surveys were conducted 
by the the International Division of AECT in 1978, 1979 and 1980. These 
reports were printed by USAID. The 1980 report listed 80 U.S. and eight 
non-U.S. masters programs. In 1980 the AECT established a Curriculum 
Survey Tksk Force Members of the first Thsk Force were: Clarence Bergeson, 
John Clayton, Donald Ely, Minaruth Galey, Michael Guide* Robert Stephens, 
Gerald Tbrkelson, and Jenny Johnson, Chair. 

In order to identify non-U.S. programs, I sought the assistance of the 
United Nations, UNESCO, Section of Methods, Materials, and Techniques in 
Education, headed by Etienne Brunswic His office translated the survey 
questionnaire and notified the UNESCO regional offices of our desire to 
collect information and in turn contacted universities around the world. The 
Organization of American States, at the recommendation of John Clayton 
who was a member of the Survey Thsk Force; supported the computerization 
of the 1981 directory of 159 masters programs. Don Ely, Director of the 
ERIC Clearinghouse on Information Resources, at Syracuse University, ar- 
ranged for ERIC/IR to print and distribute the 1981 edition. 

The Tksk Force recommended that a new edition be published every 3-4 
years by AECT. At the same time I lobbied for the establishment of an 
AECT Curriculum Committee that would address various issues in cur- 
riculum. In January 1985, at the recommendation of AECT President Francis 
Dwyer, the AECT Curriculum Committee was established and I was ap- 
pointed Chair. The Tbsk Force continues, as part of the Committee; to 
manage the survey and develop the directory. In 1985 it was decided to add 
information about the faculty. Again USAID supported the data collection 
effort and AECT published the directory in which 163 U.S. and 19 foreign 
masters programs were reported. 

This directory has evolved as the result of the cooperation of a unique 
group of people in international and federal government agencies with a pro- 
fessional association. AECT is committed to the dissemination of curriculum 
information. This 1989 edition, again with assistance from USAID, reports 
170 U.S. and 23 non-U.S. masters programs in Educational Technology.
